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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-3, 7 & 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

Re claim 1 : The phrase "said center portion is isolated and spaced from 
immediately adjacent photolithography produced features on said semiconductor 
substrate, other than said two end portions, by a spacing equal to at least twice said 
minimum design width" is not supported by the specification. Applicant asserts that this 
limitation is clearly disclosed and supported in the drawing wherein Figs. 6 & 7. 
However, Figures 6 & 7 do not show "said center portion is isolated and spaced from 
immediately adjacent photolithography produced features... , other than said two 
end portions, by a spacing equal to at least twice said minimum design width. 

Claims 2-3, 7 & 9-12 are rejected because each includes the limitations of 
independent claim 1. 

Response to Arguments 
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3. Applicant's arguments filed 03-07-05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the rejected limitations is describes in support of Figures as 
described on page 9, lines 2-7. First, this is erroneous. The page 9, lines 2-7 does not 
describes but paragraph 0038 on page 7. 

Applicant noted that the spacing between the "center portion", i.e., referring to 
link portion 13 and the "end portion", i.e., referring to lines 101, 102 .... is sufficient 
to prevent the end portions from serving as a heat sink. The specification describes the 
end portion is not referring to lines 101 & 102. The specification describes a 
conductive line 12 is formed .. and has two end portions connected to 101, 102 and a 
center portion (Page 7, lines 12-14). The specification clearly describes that the 
spacing between the center portion and the end portion is sufficient to prevent the 
end portions from serving as a heat sink (page 7, lines 20-22). 

Therefore, the specification does not support the limitation of "said center portion 
... spaced from adjacent photolithography produced features other than said two 
end portion, by spacing equal to at least twice said minimum design width.
